around 16. The hard fact was that many 
youngsters learned how to drive before 
they reached .high school age. 

Ernest H. Ragland antici- 
pates that driver's training will be offered 
In tho Twin Palla school system again, 
proljably "no later" than the second 
semester of tho present school year.

Children's Safety on Buses 
Gets Primary Consideration 



'The oafety' of the dilldren Is 
the primary consideration which 
overrides nil others In school bus 
trnhsportatltni.'' Q'nest Rofiland, 
superintendent of schools In dis- 
trict lU. said Saturday. He 
pointed out several rules children 
should follow when boardlns or 
riding a school bus. 

The pupil should have a strDns 
senso of responsibility for the 
safety of lilmselt and othera. He 
should remain seated until the 
bus stops to unload. After pie bus 
Is unloaded ho should wait for 
slffnat from the bus driver. If It 
Is necessary to cross the rood, 
crus the road tn front of the bus. 

The first pupil who crosses-tbe 
road should check very carefully 
for the group before golnE across 
the highway. Be careful In ap- 
proaching bus atopa and always 
walk on thejeft of the highway 
towanLoncomlnjt-tratlic
